
. Hay ward Calls for More Anti-Narcotics Measures
SlamrniBg the door on nar­ 

cotics traffic at the Mexican 
border has been described by 
Congressional candidte David 
K. Hayward as "an urgent 
necessity."

"We must destroy 
source of narcotics, eliminate 
the pusher an educate the 
user," Hayward declared.

Hayward, a Democrat, said 
he will continue to exert ef­ 
forts to provide guidance In 
the field of narcotics and de­

linquency in the capacity of 
Congressman from the 17th 
Congressional District.

"THERE IS & critical need 
for the enactment of stricter 

the laws to cope with narcotics 
which is undermining the 
morality of a segment of our 
youth," he declared.

Hayward, a Redondo Beach 
councilman, expressed vital 
concern about the increasing 
number of youths who have
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become involved with narcot­ 
ics.

His interest stems from 
many years of identification 
with youth activities such as 
the Boy Scouts and Little 
League baseball. It was be­ 
cause of his efforts as a vol­ 
unteer worker Hayward re­ 
ceived recognition as South 
Bay youth baseball man-of 
the-year recently.

"THE MAJORITY of our 
youths are a credit to socle 
ty," he observed. "But posi 
tive efforts must be made to 
assist the growing minority 
from .turning to drugs am 
dependence upon an artificial 
means of providing them
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selves with a false sense of 
security."

Hayward described the in­ 
ternational border as a major 
artery in the flow of narcotics 
from Mexico into Southern 
California.

"Existing laws pertaining 
to enforcement in the United 
States and Mexico are not in 
eeping with the desires of 
ociety," he said.

It will call for construction 
of a project consisting of 
nearly a mile and a half of 
reinforced concrete pipe con­ 
duit.

Routing begins in 254th 
Street, west of Western Ave­ 
nue, runs in 254th to Walnut 
Street, in Walnut to Ebony 
Lane, and in Ebony Lane to 
Lomita Boulevard.

Work will start within three 
weeks after the contract 
award and is expected to take 
about six months to complete, 
Chace said.
